REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references of record, singly or combined, teaches or suggests particulates 
comprising silica and alumina wherein the amount of alumina is from 0.1 to 25 wr% 
having at least one intercommunicating void as required in the instant claims. The 
porous particulates as taught by the Dejaiffe reference (US 6,913,643) comrpise closed 
pores with the open structure at the surface formed by broken cells (col. 5, lines 21-34); 
therefore, the internal pores (closed cells) cannot communicate to the surface of the 
particulate and the voids (broken cells) in the surface are closed to the interior of the 
particulate.
